That figure reveals this com- 
munity’s population—not today, 
but as it was in 1930, according to 


the census figures announced 1U 
years ago. 

What the population is 10 years 
later is unknown but it is likely to 
be nearly 50 per cent greater than 
in 19380. This city has extendea 
its boundaries since then to ac- 
count for a gain of several hun- 
dred residents. For other reasons, 
the city’s population has gainea.
